From the Camp at Fontaneto, May 10. 


HE Enemies retiring the 6th from Villa- 
nova and Balzola, the Duke of Vendome 
march’d the 7th at Day-break to follow 
them toTrino;but arriving there,he found 
that the Enemies had retir’d the Night 

before in great hafte. There was found there a great 
Quantity of Corn, Meal, and Ammunitions, which 
they had not time to carry off. He purfued them fo 
clofely, that he overtook their Rear Guard compos'd 
of 1500 Horfe and 4 or 500 Foot; he caus’d them to 
be attack’d by the Horfe and Dragoons of his Van 
Guard, who broke thei, and y+ them all in 
pieces, had not the Enemy had the Precaution to 
poft fome Companies of Ifaniry in the Village of 
Treno, and in other Places where the King’s Horfe 
could nor attack them ; which gavetime to the Rear 
Guard to retire to a Wood in which they fav’d them- 
felves. However, the Enemies had above 4oo Men 
kill'd or wounded, two Standards were taken from 
them and 55 Prifoners, among which were 3 or 4 
Officers, as alfo Genera! Vaubonne, who is fent to 
Cazal. On this Occafion, the Troops of France and 
Spain had but 50 Men kill’d or wounded. The 
Enemies are encamp’d in an advantageous Poft, their 
Right at Crefcentino, their Left at Doria Balteir, a 
Canal before them, and the Po and Verrue behind 
them. The Duke of Vendome haa pofted his Army 
on this\fide Trino, near the Po; over which he 
has caus’d a Bridge to. be laid, which is fecur’d by a 
Redoubt: He is Mafter of the Field, and can oblige 
the Territories of Vercelli, Biclla, and Ivrea, to pay 
him Contributions. 

Madrid, May 2. At length the Declaration of War 
againft the King of Portugal and his Allies, is pub- 
lith’d, in a Manifefto dated form Plafencia the 30th of 
laft Month ; containing in Subftance, thar War being 
the lat Appeal of Soveraigns, who ought not to enter 
into it without juft Caufe; and that feeing the moft 
jut Wars neceffarily occafion the Defolation of Pro- 
vinces,and the Ruin of the People, ’tis good for them 
onfuch occafions to have the Satisfaction of acquaint- 
ing their Subjects with the Motives of their engaging 
in them. That it was fufficiently known, thar his 
Catholick Majefty came to the Crown by Right of 
Biced, which was acknowledg’d by Charles II. his 
Uncle of Glorious Memory, who for that Reafon on- 
ly made him his fole Heir and Succeffor to the 
Crown ; that he was own’d for fuch by all the Sub- 
jects of the Spanith Monarchy, who had taken a So- 
lemn Oath to him. That our Holy Father the Pope, 
had acknowlede’d him, as alfo the moft Chriftian 
King, the Porentates of England and Holland, the 
Chief Princes of Italy, the greareft part of the North, 
in thort the King of Pormgal himfelf, 4 years ago ; 
while the War begun by the Emperor and his Allies 


in Italy, and in the Low Countries, did not make the 
leaft alteration in the Fidelity of his Catholick Ma- 


jelty’s Subjects, but God blefs'd the Juftice of his 


Caufe by many happy Succeffes,and gavethim ground 
to hope for more. That in the mean time the King 
of Portugal futfering himfelf to be mifled by ill-de- 
figning Perfons, has not only fail’d to execute on his 
Part the League Offenfive and Defenfive, which he 
made with the 2 Crowns, but likewife the Neutrali- 
ty which he afterwards defir'd. That he has enter'd 
into an Alliance with the Emperor, England and Hol- 
land ; and under Pretence of the Good and Liberty 
of Europe had undertaken to pur the Archduke 
Charles of Auftria into Potfeffion of the Kingdom of 
Spain ; to difmember the Principal Provincesof ir by 
ftipulating to have yielded to himfelf for ever Bada- 
joz,Alcantara,Albuquerque, and Valencia in Eftrama- 
dura,Bayone, Vigo, Tuy,and la Gardiain Galicia,and 
all cheCountry on the further fide of the Rio dellaPlata 
in the Weft-Indies. That in order thereto he has 
procur’d the Aid of Auxiliary Troops that are no 
lefs Enemies to the Roman Catholick Religion than 
to the Crown ; thereby opening to them, as it were 
the Doors of the Churches of the Kingdom, and ex. 
pofing them to the Sacrileges that threaten them. 
That he has likewife brought in the Archduke with 
Defign to ftir up Sedition by his Prefence. And 
laftly, that he has caus’d a Ship and Effects of his 
Catholick Majefty’s Subjects to be feiz’d, contrary to 
the Right of Nations, and without any preceding De- 
claration of War, under Pretence of Reprifals. Thefe 
Reafons having oblig’d the King to put himfelf at 
the Head of his Army to maintain the ancient Glory 
his Subjects have eA well by their inviolable 
Fidelity 2s by their Valour ; his Majefty has thought 
firto make them .publick, thar all the World may 
know, with how great Juftice he and his Subjects 
have raken Arms, for the Defence of the Faith, for 
the Crown,and for the Honour of the Country ; and 
declares, in confequence, the King of Portugal, the 
Archduke Charles of Auftria, and their Allies, to be 
Enemies of the State. 


Plymouth, May 23. Yefterday fail’d hence to the 
Eaftward Her Majefty’s Ships the Southampton and 
Haftings, and under their Convoy about 30 Sail of 
Coafters from Wales,&c.for Topfham and Dartmouth.
